Sir : I have the honor to inform the Bureau that a suspected case of 
leprosy was encountered at this port on the 22d instant, in the person 
of an alien immigrant from Syria. 

He gives a history of having landed at Halifax, Nova Scotia, about 
two months ago, and having remained in Canada until the above date. 
The diagnosis has been confirmed by the bacteriological findings. He, 
however, was certified for deportation immediately following the first 
«xamination.
